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THE CONTROL OF CONTAGION. 


The health officer of Buffalo has formulated a most excellent doc- 
ament for presentation to the State Legislature relative to the pre- 
ventive treatment of what may be termed ordinary infectious and 
contagious diseases ; one that we hope will be passed with as little 
delay as possible. The excessive mortality from scarlet fever, diph- 
theria, measles, and other like diseases renders such a measure im- 
perative. 

Heretofore small-pox, typhus and yellow fever were the only dis- 
eases that have received the special attention of sanitary officers, 
but it is now proposed that other contagious diseases shall be 


‘looked after with equal care, and when the sick can not be properly 


isolated they will be removed to hospital, thereby reducing to a 
great extent the danger of contagion. 

The local board has accomplished a good work during the past 
few years by enforcing the utmost privacy at the funerals o those 
dying from contagious diseases, but the system needs tu Le ex- 
tended. Wakes and public funerals, together with unnecessary ex- 
posure of the corpse, are no longer allowed, but this is not enough. 
Clothing, bedding and premises should be promptly and thoroughly 
disinfected, and undertakers should be held to a strict observance of 
the requirements of the sanitary code. 

All classes of people are afraid of small-pox, and a single case of 
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ee, 


yellow fever creates a panic, but scarlet fever, diphtheria, and meas. 


les are regarded with little apprehension. It has become necessary 


to arouse the public mind to the fact that other diseases are vastly 
more fatal than small-pox, and require quite as many, if not more, 
precautions to prevent their spread. A careful estimate of the 
death-rates of small-pox and diphtheria shows that the latter 
exceeds the former by almost 30 per cent. By such vigorous 
measures as the necessity of the task warrants there can be no doubt 
that scarlet fever, diphtheria, and measles will, in a short time, be 
placed under perfect control. 








SECONDARY INEBRIATION. 


This term, employed to represent a class of symptoms commonly 
met with among the descendants of drinkers, whether excessive or 
moderate, introduces the readers of the current number of the “The 
Alienist and Neurologist” to a most important and interesting sub- 
ject, dealt with in a masterly manner by Dr. Edward A. Freeman. 

In no class of people does heredity do a more disastrous work 
than in the descendants of drinkers. A morbid appetite for liquor, 
with the disadvantage of an inherited nerve degeneration, manifests 
itself in innumerable ways, and the interest which attaches to the 
article referred to is derived largely from the varied and strikingly 
common symptoms which are held to be indicative of this condition. 
Among these are the ordinary symptoms of intoxication in a person 
perfectly temperate. The neurotic degeneration may, at a later 
date, end in imbecility or insanity. In a certain class of cases, al- 
most any excitement is sufficient to bring on an attack of secondary 
intoxication. It is asserted too, that many of the symptoms classed 
as purely nervous or hysterical, and supposed to be the outcome of 
peculiar temperaments, are in reality, caused by this inherited nerve 
degeneration. That temperament is largely a matter of inheritance 
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goes without saying, for its importance as a molding factor has long 
been recognized. It has remained, however, for the writer of this 
paper to cite from a long experience some of the most common ner- 
yous affections as being directly traceable to the indiscretions, in an 
alcoholic sense, of ancestors more or less remote in time. Similar 


cases are also given in which the nerve degeneration is due, not to 


heredity, but to early habits of intoxication. 








CEREBRAL LOCALIZATION. *

A few moments were spent in calling attention to the topograph- 
ical anatomy of the brain and the external landmarks employed to 
locate the fissures and convolution. 

Formerly each hemisphere was regarded as a single organ, and 
as such was appropriate to the exercise of the mental faculties and 
the government of certain muscular contractions. 

Physiologists and pathologists generally agree with Kirk, that each 
faculty has a special portion of the brain appropriated to it as its 
special organ. 

We have proof of this theory in the manner in which other com- 
pound organs do their work, the unequal development of the vari- 
ous mental faculties in a young child, and the monomanias in cere- 
bral diseases. 

Dreams also may be considered as an argument in favor of this 
idea, for in that state the entire brain as a unit is not at rest, but 
only certain portions of it. 

Ferrier has given us more substantial proof of cerebral localiza- 
tion by a series of experiments. He demonstrated, first : that exci- 
tation by electrical stimulation of the same spot is always followed

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by the same movement in the same animal. Second: The area of 
excitability for any given movement is extremely small and admits of 
accurate definition. Third: In different animals excitation of the 


anatomically corresponding spots produce similar and corresponding 


results. 

Broca was the first to locate the speech center. He found that 
lesions in the third frontal convolution of the left hemisphere pro- 
duced aphasia. Wernick distinguished between motor and sensory 
aphasia. 

By the experiments of Ferrier and others upon monkeys a chart 
of the brain with its different sensory and motor centers has been 
prepared. (A copy of the chart was exhibited.) 

It has been demonstrated that upon the cortex of the brain, these 
functions are clearly represented,—first, tactile sense ; second, 
motor sense; third, the great representative of movement. Hors- 
ley found that the representative for any part was not limited to one 
minute portion of the brain, but that there was a focal point where 
it was the strongest, and then it graduated as we passed outward. 
His experiments proved to him that the convulsions of Jacksonian 
epilepsy were solely due to disease of the cortex, and not at all 
dependent upon the spinal cord. 

To locate a lesion of the cortex which may cause epilepsy requires 
very close observation of the convulsions, to ascertain just what 
muscles are affected first and what progression the spasms take. 

If the thumb be first affected, then the wrist and elbow succes 
sively, the center of irritation is over the thumb center. If after the 
arm becomes affected the next manifestations are in the face, then 
the lesion involves both the arm and head center. It is in the treat: 
ment of Jacksonian epilepsy that we may expect the most brilliant 
success in brain surgery. 

Abscess of the brain, a heretofore fatal disease, has been located 
by an accurate diagnosis and the cavity drained successfully, result- 
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ing in recovery of the patient. About twenty cases of tumor of the 
brain have been reported by autopsies wherein the tumors were in 
surgically accessible areas. 

Dr. Seguin relates a case in substance as follows: German, 39 
years old, suffered two years with epileptiform seizures, and spasmodic 
twitchings. By observing the patient for two months he learned 
that there was paralysis of right lower facial muscles, paresis of 
right arm, leg apparently normal, constant drooling from the right 
side of mouth, slight aphasic and agraphic faults, anesthesia of the 
tactile sense on pulp of left fingers, more marked on the thumb, no 
symptoms of the optic apparatus, and the greatest tenderness to 
percussion coinciding with seat of greatest pain, at a spot just in front 
of the auriculo-bregmatic line and 8c.m., about the external and 
auditory meatus. A diagnosis was rendered by Dr. Seguin of a 
surcomatous subcortical tumor of the left motor zone in facial 
ceuter. 

Dr. Weir operated, removing by a trephine and gouge a portion 
of skull 2x3 inches in size. The dura-mater being opened, the 
brain was observed to bulge considerably at that point. By passing 
the finger backward under the edge of bone, a hard mass was 
encountered. It was readily enucleated by use of the dull spoon, 
and proved to be a sarcomatous tumor the size of a man’s thumb. 
Patient made a good recovery in a month, with no paralysis of face 
and arm, but some twitching of the lips. 

Another case I should like to relate showing the accuracy of 
diagnosis. It is a case of Dr. Macewen of Glasgow. Patient had a 
cicatrix of forehead, marking the site of an injury under which the 


skull was bare. The cicatrix was not taken as a guide to the loca- 
tion of the abscess, but other phenomena were exhibited which 


enabled an accurate diagnosis to be made. They were : a convulsion 
commencing on right side and gradually involving the entire body, 
accompanied by loss of consciousness ; at its cessation absolute 
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hemiplegia of the right side was present, remaining for two hours: 
patient also had loss of speech. The lesion was located in Broca’s 
lobe, and an operation proposed, but unfortunately the friends 
objected and it could not be undertaken; 36 hours afterward 
patient died in convulsions. The friends then allowed an operation 
to be performed just as Dr. Macewen would have done had patient 
been alive ; the skull was trephined in the location mentioned, and an 
instrument introduced into the cortical substance for one-half an 
inch, when pus flowed freely through the opening. It was found 
afterward the abscess was about the size of a pigeon’s egg. 








GONORRHEA AND ITS COMPLICATIONS.* 





Burt J. Maycock, M.D, Buffalo. 


In considering the subject assigned me for this paper, I have con- 
fined myself entirely to the newer things pertaining to it, and the 
work done on it.during the past year. No claim is made for 
originality, not even of expression, for often the language given is 
that of the writer from whose article it is selected. 

Oberlinder claims that every catarrh of the urethral mucous 
membrane has two sources from which it may be derived. Either 
the catarrh affected the muciparous glands alone, or the entire 
mucous membrane may participate in the inflammation ; or else both 
glands and mucous membrane may be simultaneously affected. 
The last condition obtains in chronic gonorrhea. 

Within the past few years the parasitic origin of gonorrhcea has 
been claimed by many observers; but it is yet a disputed point 
whether the gonococcus of Neisser is the real cause of gonorrhcea in 
either the male or female. 


In addition to its presence in urethral discharge Siminoff claims

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tohave found, in the sero-purulent fluid aspirated from the knee 
joint of a patient suffering from gonorrhceal arthritis, numerous 
groups of Neisser’s gonococcus within the pus-cells. Gonorrhcea is 
not usually considered a fatal disease, but looking over the literature 
of the subject one is impressed with the many fatal cases recorded 
and the variety of ways in which a fatal termination was brought 
about. A case is reported of a man who broke a chordee and died 
of purulent infection. When the disease passes back of the 
compressor urethra, it opens a great field of danger. Abscess of the 
prostate may be formed and continue indefinitely, and finally prove 
fatal. 

Among the possible complications are acute renal disease with 
formation of abscesses, peritonitis and‘ sub-peritoneal phlegmon, 
pyemia, and in women a host of ailments whose names terminate 
in itis. 

Gull reports two cases where severe spinal manifestations were 
the direct result of gonorrhcea. 

As to treatment, Dr. Maurice says that—r. The abortive treat- 
ment is indicated and has some chance of succeeding in acute gon- 
orrheea, only during the first hours of its onset. 2. All attempts 
tocut short an attack during its period of progression, and when it 
reaches its height, are useless and dangerous. 3. Antiseptic prac- 
tice, suggested by the microbian theory of gonorrhoea, has, up to 
this time, produced only delusive results. 

Drs. Bryan and Burnett, before the Congress of American Sur- 
geons, gave, as a result of observations on 394 cases, much the same 
conclusions, and state that the gonococcus of Neisser is an essentiab 
ttiological factor. 


Keyes still holds to his plan of retro-injections, but begins to 
doubt the efficacy of bichloride solutions alone, and says that astrin- 
gents are needed to complete the cure. 


This would seem to add strength to the statement made in am 
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editorial in the February INvEsTIGATOR, that bichloride of mercury 
as a germicide is a delusion. 

Dr. Goll, of Zurich, regards with great favor the salts of thallin, 
and especially the sulphate, as an injection. 

Dr. M. Castellan, having observed that the gonococci throve in 
acid media, employs a 1o per cent. solution of bicarbonate of soda 
three or four times daily, and reports cases where other means had 
failed and which yielded rapidly to this treatment. 

Dr. E. Finger, of Vienna, speaks highly of lanolin, and uses an

Method of Treatment of Prostatitis—Among the different forms 


of prostatitis, Dr. Fischer of Munich distinguishes that of youth in 
which the genitals are over-used, from that of older individuals. 


The first always appears as an acute affection and at times violentin 


its onset, with high fever, rigors and even sopor, until the abscess in 
the urethra bursts, either spontaneously or from attempts at catheter 
ization. Its cyclical course lasts about eight days, and repeats itself 
after atime. Often, for many years, one attack follows another in 
the same way, and finally ends in acure. Occasionally, however, it 
passes into a chronic inflammation with hypertrophy. The more 
chronic form in older people begins usually with catarrh of the 
gland, prostatorrhoea, and leads slowly to hypertrophy. According 
to Nussbaum, it is very characteristic of the affection that when the 
catheter can not be used the bladder may only be emptied when the 
body is placed in a peculiar position, and indeed the same position 
of the body which renders this possible, does not remain the same, 
but must be changed from time to time to effect the same result. 
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During the treatment of acute prostatitis, Nussbaum has used the 
cold ascending douche with great success ; a treatment which in 
chronic prostatitis and hypertrophy of the prostate, even in cases of 
long standing, is followed by the best results. Occasionally among 
the better class of patients this treatment may be combined with 
prine and sea baths, either as full or sitz-baths. He disapproves of 
all methods of treatment which have for their object the forcible 
dilatation of the narrower portion of the urethra or the destruction 
of the glands, as well as all operations for extirpating the prostate 
through the rectum. Bottini’s galvano-caustic treatment is, on the 
other hand, approved by Nussbaum, although the difficulties of the 
operation do not favor its employment. Notwithstanding the out- 
ward results of parenchymatous iodine injections, Iverson’s sub- 
cutaneous injections of ergotine are thought to deserve careful 
attention. It is not advised to make an opening of a prostatic 
abscess from the urethra because of the danger of making a false 
passage in catheterizing. ‘The incision through the rectum or peri- 
neum deserves the preference also over puncture with a trocar. 
Maas’ recommendation to divide the sphincter ani in severe cases is 
worthy of attention because of the opportunity thus given of apply- 
ing antiseptic washes. When there is retention of urine in conse- 
quence of hypertrophy of the prostate, and the various methods of 
catheterization have been tried without success, the author recom- 
mends, according to Nussbaum’s methods, puncture over the sym- 
physis pubis with the subsequent introduction of Nelaton’s catheter, 


and with antiseptic washing-out in preference to the puncture for 


aspiration, in which latter washing-out is not possible—a very im- 
portant procedure, and one which ought to. be done frequently. 
According to the author’s observation, he has.often succeeded di- 
rectly after the first operation in introducing the catheter through 
the urethra ; when, after the cure of the.cystitis and the removal of 
the resulting inflammatory products, the prostate rapidly decreases. 
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in size and the fistulae are also soon cured.— Journal of Cutaneous 
and Venereal Diseases, August, 1888, 








A New Method of Treating Consumption by Inhalation of Hot 
Dry Air.—By Louis WEIGERT, M.D., Berlin, Germany.—The indis- 
putable fact that the temperature optimum for tubercular bacteria 
is 37.5 C., and that higher or lower degrees of heat hinder or entirely 
destroy their capacity for development and propagation, has led me 
to make experiments, the results of which I have briefly embodied 
in the following : 


When in rooms the temperature of which averages about 20°C, 
air heated to 150° C. is inhaled, the temperature of the body rises 
about $° to 1° C. within a few minutes, returning to its normal 
degree in about one hour after such inhalations ; at the same time 


the number of respirations is decreased, the decrease being the 


greater the greater the frequency of respiration was prior to the 
inhalation ; the inspirations become deeper, the pulse is accelerated 
slightly, and only during the first few minutes the temperature of the 
exhaled air rises to at least 45° C. 

These inhalations, when taken by consumptives, produce the fol- 
lowing effects : 

1, The removal of dyspnoea. 2. Decrease of coughing spell. 3. 
During the inhalations, more especially within the first few days, 
increased expectoration; later on, a remarkable decrease of the 
same. 4. Increase of appetite. 5. Increase of bodily strength. 6. 
In most cases a complete cessation of the acute process within 4 
short time. 7. Removal of catarrhal symptoms. 8. Clearing up 
of previously infiltrated parts. 9. Disappearance of bronchiectasis. 
Io, Cicatrization of cavities. 

The apparatus is next described as follows:

Prophylaxis of Surgical Shock.—Dr. Cheever, writing of shock in 
surgical operations, gives the following suggestions : 


ur twice 1. Wait for reaction. 
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2. Never neglect to calm those suffering mental shock by a cheer. 
ful word and personal presence. 

3. Give alcohol, either spirits or wine, a quarter of an hour befor 
the anesthetic. 

4. Make the anesthesia short ; never begin it until everything js 
ready ; suspend it during the less painful dressings. Consciousness 
returns tardily. We keep up the anesthetic longer than is neces. 
sary. 

5. As rapid an operation as can prudently be done. 

6. As short a dressing as is practicable. 

7. As a cardinal point, avoid chilling the patient. 

To promote reaction after the operation : 

1, Persistent and carefully applied dry heat. (Be overcareful 
about accidental burns.) 

Liquid nourishment, combined with a stimulant and a little laud- 
anum, by enema. 

3. Subcutaneous injection of brandy. 

4. Aromatic spirits of ammonia by the mouth. Champagne is 
sometiines retained when other things are rejected. 

5. Black coffee and brandy, the stimulant par excellence, when it 
can be retained on the stomach. 

6. Quiet ; a horizontal, or more than horizontal, position ; sleep; 
assurance that all is over and doing well.— Za. Medical Record. 








A Much Overlooked Affection.—Dr. E. Meierhof, of New York 
(Daniel's Texas Medical Journal, June, 1888) discusses the fre 
quency with which adenoid vegetations in the superior vault of the 
pharynx are met. This is found especially in children at the age 0 
from three to twelve years.. They complain of dry hacking cough, 
respiration by the mouth, accompanied by loud snorting, thick voice, 


frequently called a nasal tone. On inspection the nasal cavity is 
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filled more or less with mucus. Enlarged tonsils are at times met 
with ; the pillars of the fauces are reddened. Some slight bronchi- 
tis, but most always a bent figure. But the most important and 
dificult part is that which lies in the posterior nares. The examin- 
ition here can not be done with a mirror, hence the finger must be 
educated to a discriminating sense of touch. By sweeping the 
inger around, turbinated hypertrophies, adenoid vegetations, etc., 
may be detected. The causes of these adenoid growths are due to 
the numerously repeated congestions of the naso-pharynx. ‘The 
various instruments such as curette, sharp spoons, spoon-jawed 
forceps, galvano-cautery points, guillotines, etc., can not be used on 
young children ; the best plan is to feel for them with the finger, and 
when found crushed at once with the finger. Of course all can not 
be removed at one sitting. The violent hemorrhage need give rise to 


no special alarm ; it will become less and less after each operation. 


The Treatment of Typhoid Fever by Mercurial Inunctions.— 
Bartlett (Australasian Med. Gazette quoted by Brit. Med. Jour.) 


recently reports having succeeded in jugulating typhoid fever by 
mercurial inunctions. This method was quite extensively tried by 
Dr. Kalb, of Thalmassing, three years ago. The plan of treatment 
pursued consists in rubbing one gramme of ointment into the abdo- 
men or the inner aspect of the thighs daily for six days. Kalb, in 
addition, gave alcohol methodically and, on the first day, a few cal- 
omel and opium pills. In 80 per cent. of the latter's cases fever 
entirely disappeared within ten days. In Barlett’s cases the temper- 


ature became normal in two or three days subsequent to the first in- 


wetion, and in five or six days all the other symptoms disappeared. 


Both Kalb and Bartlett have found this treatment inefficient if be- 
gun after the eighth or ninth day.

1. It is not injured or changed by prolonged boiling, nor by long 
immersion in aqueous antiseptic solutions, and may therefore be 
easily sterilized by boiling, and kept aseptic in wide-mouthed phials 
of sublimate or carbolic acid solution. 

2, Itis as strong as silk, and, after soaking, nearly as pliable; is 
freer from twisting and kinking, and easier to pass through the 
needle’s eye than either silk or catgut. 

3. It resists absorption longer than any other animal tissues. 

4. It is easy to tie, and the knots, if well tied, never slip. Every 
fsherman knows that a knot well tied in gut is tied to stay. 

5. It may be split into fine threads for delicate work, and obtain- 
able when desired in lengths of eighteen or twenty inches. 

It has been used with great satisfaction in this hospital for per- 
ineorrhaphy, trachelorrhaphy, and other operations, the gut used 
having been boiled by myself for an hour, and the union in every 
case having been perfect and entirely without suppuration.—/. Y.

Pulsatilla is the best remedy for simple enlargement of the spleen. 
—Dr. ALBERTSON. 

Burnett advises ceananthus for splenic enlargement.—Dnr. F, P, 
LEwiIs. 

Gonorrheea is best treated by internal remedies alone for a week, 
beginning with acon. and gels. followed by can. sat. If it runs over 
eight weeks there is probably a stricture, to be treated by graduated 
sounds or electrolysis—Dr. WiLcox. 

Canth. is a good remedy in the first stages, and creolin locally has 
been beneficial.— Dr. MarTIN. 

Retrojections have failed to cut short the gonorrhcea in half a 
dozen cases in which I have tried them, though the hot water seemed 
to relieve the acute symptoms to some extent. Simple hot water 
irrigations seem to answer the purpose as well as the weak bichloride 
solutions recommended by Keyes and Brewer.—Dr. MosE.ey. 

During the early stages it is good treatment to allow the organ to 
hang ina glass of hot water for several minutes night and mom- 
ing.—Dr. BULL. 

Prof. Doughty reports a case aborted by apis internally.—Dr. 
BUCK. 

In a case presenting the initial symptoms after suspicious inter- 
course Dr. Maycock thinks he aborted the attack by injecting a 
10 per cent. sol. of nitrate of silver. 

Strong injections for this purpose are dangerous and should sel- 
dom be used. The tendency is toward too much local treatment— 
Dr. MARTIN. ° 

Dr. G. W. Lewis advocated aqueous hydrastis as a local applica- 
tion, and reported much trouble from balanitis, with intense pain 
from swelling of the glans and stretching of the prepuce. 

For a case of this character, prolonged immersion of the penis in

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water as hot as can be borne is probably the best means of reducing 
the swelling. In a case of paraphimosis with complete strangula- 
tion of the glans, great swelling and exquisite tenderness, the hot 
water used three or four hours daily for two days, so relieved the 
congestion that the foreskin was drawn over the glans without 
incision.— Dr. MosELEy. 

As an injection during the purulent discharge hydrogen peroxide 
10-50 per cent. sol, has given good results.—Dr. WILcox. 

During the gleety stage when there is a feeling of a discharge con- 
stantly within the urethra, kal. bich. is the remedy.—Dr. BULL. 
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The following are a few of the surgical cases at present in the 
Buffalo Homceopathic Hospital: 


Comminuted fracture of the shaft of the femur. The bone was 
literally crushed for about three inches of its length. 


Treatment by weight and extension. Five weeks since the injury 


quite a firm union of the fragments has occurred, with about one-

Also a subglenoid dislocation of the humerus produced by direct 


force. Reduced under anesthesia. Service of Dr. Curtis. 


Three patients upon whom trachelorrhaphy has been performed, 
by Dr. Moseley, for old cervical lacerations. 

A successful hysterectomy was performed by Dr. Frost three weeks 
ago, and the patient is now doing well. (To be reported later.) 

A subperitoneal uterine fibroid of about two years’ standing was 


succéssfully removed by Dr. Wilcox four weeks ago. The tumor 


was bifid and attached to the posterior side of the fundus, producing 
atetroversion of the uterus, and allowing the tumor to press heavily 


against the rectum, thus causing partial occlusion of the bowel. The 
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peritoneal adhesions of the tumor to the rectum were so strong that 
an hysterectomy was impracticable, so an incision was made through 
the abdominal wall, the peritoneum was incised, and the tumor enu. 
cleated. The peritoneum was then stitched over the denuded fundus. 
The incandescent electric light from a storage battery was of much 
service in this latter step, as the fundus of the uterus could not be 
drawn from the cavity of the pelvis. A glass drainage tube was left 
in the lower angle of the wound. The patient made an_ uninter. 
rupted recovery, having at no time a temperature above 100°, 

An interesting case of paralysis due to lead poisoning has been 
under treatment some time, resulting now in an entire recovery. 

Last week Dr. Moseley made a very neat plastic operation on a 
ruptured perineum complicated with a large rectocele. Emmet’ 
trefoil operation was done, modified to meet the requirements of the 
case, and when the sutures were removed the rectocele was found 
entirely reduced, the vagina resembling that of a nullipara. As an 
exhibition of the liberal policy of the hospital, two physicians, both 
members of faculties of the old-school colleges, are treating patients 
in private rooms of the hospital. They are welcome to bring their 
patients there so long as they are legitimate cases and come under 
the rules of the hospital. D. G. W.

Lycopus Virc.—Dr. Phil Porter uses this drug for passive, capil- 
lary, pelvic engorgement, due to insufficient action of the sympa- 
thetic nerves.— Hom. Journal of Obstet. 

TEREBINTH.—Cystitis with tenesmus, bloody urine, and some pus. 
Abdomen distended, pain in small of the back. 

CycLAMEN.—Menorrhagia with dark clotted discharge. Head- 
ache and spots before the eyes. Saliva tastes salty. 

CasTANEA Vesca.—Spasmodic, paroxysmal cough. In gtt. v—-x. 
doses of the fluid extract it has a prompt and specific action in 
whooping cough. Dr. Fischer.—Amer. Med. Journal. 

Leonurus Carp1aca.—-In suppression of the lochia or menses 
the leonurus or common motherwort gives speedy relief. Many 
women attribute their freedom from uterine disorders to the employ- 
ment of infusions of this plant during the developmental crisis at 
puberty. 

Indications—Remedies.— 

Tongue brown ; broad; pallid, with dirty coat—Sulphite Sodz. 

Tongue yellowish ; thickened papilla ; reddened beneath papilla, 
and redness of fauces—Sulphurous Acid. 
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Tongue deep red, and dry; the fur having a tinge of brown— 
Muriatic Acid. 

Tongue bright red or a shade of purple ; bad breath, with caday- 
eric odor—Chlorate of Potash. 

Tongue red in center ; papillz as if stripped from center ; coat- 
ing along the edges—Phosphoric Acid Dilute. 

Tongue coated at base; red tip; with dryness—Nitro-Muriatic 
Acid. 

Tongue coated with heavy brown papilla, increasing in thickness 
of coat toward the base ; broad, pallid—Podophylin, +4, gr. 

Tongue dry, thick, fissures running across the tongue ; reddened— 
Nux Vomica ; Pepsin ; Phosphoric Acid.—Amer. Med. Jour. 


Benzoate of Soda in Ureemia.—Starting from Cohnheim’s theory of 
urzemia, and from the fact that benzoate of soda inhibits the forma- 
tion of urea within the system, Dr. A. S. Partzeosky, of Moscow, ad- 
ministered this substance in ten cases of uremia. The drug was 
given every hour, in daily doses of one or two drachms—nine cases 
recovered, one died. Analysis of the cases leads to the conclusion 


that benzoate of soda cuts short uremic attacks, the convulsive phe- 
nomena gradually “disappearing and giving place to a deep sleep, 
which in the majority of cases terminates by passing into full con- 


sciousness. Given on the first appearance of symptoms, the salt 
may prevent any further development of the attack. Albuminuria 
mostly disappears altogether.— British Medical Journal. 


Pruritus.—Menthol is highly spoken of in pruritus and urticaria. 
Not only is the itching relieved for the time, but a cure seems to be 
effected. In pruritus ani, and in eczema, moistening the parts with 
menthol solution causes an immediate cessation of the pain. The 


solution should contain from two to ten grains of menthol to the 
ounce of water. 
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Naphthalin in Diarrhcea.—In the diarrhceas with intestinal fer- 
mentation and green stools, we have obtained brilliant results when 
the remedy apparently indicated failed us, by the administration of 
the first decimal trituration of naphthalin in 5 to 1o grain doses, 
four or five times a day. 

The carbo-hydrates were excluded from the diet, the child being 
fed on white of egg and water if under a year of age, and on bovinine 
if older. 


Medical Treatment of Anal Fissure——Dr. Gregney publishes in 
Gaillard’s Medical Journal his method of treating this painful affec- 
tion without operation. After a complete evacuation of the bowels 
each morning, he applies to the base of the fissure a few shreds of 
lint saturated in a 1 to 50 solution of chloral hydrate. This remains 
twenty-four hours, and is renewed daily until the fissure is entirely 
healed at about the tenth day. 


The Best Remedy for Tapeworm.—The best remedy for tapeworm 
is pomegranate, but must be given in the proper way. Clean out the 
canal thoroughly, and for this the soda salts are good, preferably the 
phosphate of sodium to dissolve the mucous in the canal, which must 
be given in the intervals of digestion, followed by a purgative ; then 
give astrong decoction of pomegranate bark, four ounces of the 
fresh bark to one pint of water, and boiled down to eight ounces ; 
follow this by a purge. —Dr. Bartholow in Coll. and Clin. Record.— 
Epitome. 


INCONTINENCE OF URINE IN CHILDREN.—Dr. J. E. Clark, one of 
Brooklyn’s most celebrated physicians, and President of the Medical 
Board of St. Peter’s Hospital, stated to us recently, that he had been 
almost universally successful in treating this unfortunate malady by 


dilating, once in a while, the urethral canal with the ordinary sound. 


Our experience has convinced us of the value of this method.— Amer. 
Med. Digest.

M. SiG.—5 or 10 drops four or five times a day. 


Hemoptysis.—Chauvin and Josisseme have obtained more posi- 
tive and more lasting results with the use of iodoform pills in the 
treatment of hemoptysis than with tannin, ergotine, or opium, alone 
or combined. 


ConsTIPATION OF INFANTS.—The following is recommended by 
Dr. Smith : 


B. Olei Morrhuze 5 drachms. 
Aquz Calcis 5 drachms. 
Syrup Calcis Lactophosphatis 24 drachms. 

M. SIG.—15 to 30 drops after each meal. 

PHOSPHORIC ACID FOR ULCERS.—Dr. Grossich covers the ulcer 
with a bit of lint dipped in a two per cent. solution of pure phos- 
phoric acid in distilled water ; and renews the dressing three or four 
times a day. In thirty-six hours the ulcer cleans and looks better, 
eczema of the surrounding parts disappears,-all pruritus ceases, and 
the ulcer cicatrizes rapidly. 


ANTIPYRINE IN CHOREA.—Dr. H. C. Wood believes he has dis- 
covered a specific for chorea in antipyrine. Instead of waiting two 
or three months for the effects of arsenic, he cures the case in one 
week with antipyrine.—Chicago Med. Times. 


TREATMENT OF SICK-HEADACHE.—Dr. W. Gill Wylie, of New 
York, has produced excellent results with the following method of 
treatment. So soon as the first pain is felt, the patient is to take a 
pill or capsule containing one grain of inspissated ox-gall and one 
drop of oil of gaultheria every hour, until relief is felt, or until six 
have been taken. Dr. Wylie states that sick-headache as such is al- 
most invariably cut short by this plan, although some pain of a 
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neuralgic character remains in a few cases.—Canada Medical 
Record. 


OINTMENT FOR ACNE.—Resorcin, 45 to 75 grains; powdered 
starch and oxide of zinc, of each 75 grains ; petrolatum, 225 grains. 
This ointment is to be applied at bed-time and removed in the morn- 
ing with the aid of olive oil and cotton wadding. It never causes 
iritation, and improvement appears within three days.—Amer. 
Druggist. 


Salicylic acid has two well-marked properties. The first is the 
peculiarity of acting on the horny layers of the epidermis. There is 
no agent so active in softening, and at last destroying, the epidermal 
formations as salicylic acid. Its other action is- as a parasiticide. 


These two properties open a large field for research. 


Nerve EXHAUSTION.—Aromatic sulphuric acid is one of the best 
remedies in these cases. Glycerite of kephalin as a nutrient nerve 
remedy has no equal. Picric acid and ealc-picrate are highly 


recommended, as also oxide of zinc. 


Pepsin IN SURGERY.—We have lately been using pepsin to digest 
and remove the sloughin ulcers. Now some one proposes its use, in a 
lanolin ointment two drachms to the ounce, for softening cicatricial

BILE AS A CHOLOGOGUE.—It is now proven both by experiment 
upon animals and therapeutical experience that bile given inter- 
nally is one of the most active agents in accelerating the biliary 
secretion. 


ArTER-Pains.—Do not give gelsemium for after-pains when there 


isahemorrhagic tendency. It relieves pains by relaxing the mus- 


cular contraction, and in this way its use may induce post-partum 
hemorrhage. 
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HyYPERTROPHIED TonsiLs.—Dr. Wm. Tod. Helmuth at the State 
society meeting recommended the application of a paste composed 


of equal parts of caustic potassa and quick lime, with alcohol q.s, 


AMYL NITRITE IN LAaBor.—This agent is said by Dr. A. M. Cush- 
ing to be useful as an anesthetic during forceps operations, as it re. 
lieves the pain without stopping the uterine contractions. 


ACNE AND COMEDONES.—Bromide of arsenic is used by Dr, 
Cushing with good effects in this unruly condition of the skin in 
youth, 


To PREvENT SorE NippLes.—Apply a mixture of tannin and 
glycerine, two drachms to the ounce, daily during the last month 
of pregnancy. This renders the nipples tough but elastic. 
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CASE OF EMPEROR FREDERICK III. Full Official Reports by the German Physi- 
cians and by Sir Morell Mackenzie. The Reports of the German Physicians 
translated by HENRY SCHWEIG, M.D. New York: 48 University Place, 
Edgar S. Werner. 1888. 

Probably no book has ever been published which: has excited so 
much talk and criticism in the medical world as McKenzie’s report 
of the fatal illness of Frederick the Noble. On this side of the 
water we are allowed to judge impartially on the case, a thing it is 
next to impossible for our friends across the sea to do. For Mc- 
Kenzie’s book when offered for sale in Germany was seized by the 
government; and the German doctors’ report was not allowed to be 
published in England under threat of suit against the publishers. 

In the Werner edition we have both the reports given us in one 
cover. 
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First comes the accusation against McKenzie by the German phy- 
sicians. Here the general consensus of opinion is that a positive 
diagnosis of cancer had been definitely made before McKenzie was 
called, and that this diagnosis was flatly contradicted by the latter, 
who promised to cure the patient in eight weeks without an opera- 
tion. We can not believe that a man in Dr. McKenzie’s position 
would make any such promises—but then there are many statements 
made on both sides that we can not fully believe. 

These so-called Official Reports show all through them the bitter- 
est jealousy and the strongest hatred. 

One report is an exception to this, viz., that of Prof. Bardeleben, 
which is merely a statement of facts observed by him, and which 
does not descend to epithet or abuse. 

Sir Morell certainly was under great provocation when he wrote 
his reply, but it is a question whether what he had to say would not 
have been better received had he shown less bitterness. To head a 
chapter “ Prof. Kussmaul’s Adventures as a Laryngoscopist,” is bad 
taste, to say the least. 

It is hard for us to believe that a man of Prof. Gerhardt’s standing 
could not see the vocal cords ; nor can we believe that McKenzie 
uses his mother-tongue so badly as to say, “It can be,” nor of his 
wounding the right vocal cord in attempting to remove a piece of 
the growth from the left. 


The English doctor certainly did give the world to understand, 


when he first took charge of the case, that the growth was not malig- 
nant. 


What his private opinions were, what influence political mat- 
ters and court intrigues may have had, will probably never be 
known—unless indeed the daily letters and telegrams, which were 
sent to Queen Victoria through her resident physician, should be 
published—which we sincerely hope will of happen, for it would 
only stir up another squabble, and call public attention again to this 
disgraceful quarreling among physicians.

A TREATISE ON HYSTERIA AND EPILEPSY. By LEONARD CorRNING, A.M., M.D. 

Press of Geo. S. Davis, Detroit. Cloth, 50c.; paper, 25c. 

This is one of Dr. Corning’s practical little books, written with 
the evident determination of placing these subjects upon a plain, 
every-day basis. 

Treating of Hysteria he says: “ Not a few of the phenomena are 
probably traceable to a morbid condition of the sympathetic and 
peripheral nervous system.’”’ To our mind the author hardly gives 
emphasis sufficient to this point, the control of functional life by the 
sympathetic having sufficient grasp to cover the whole trouble. The 
medico-legal aspect of this trouble receives considerable attention ; 
the points are apt and should be borne in mind by every physi- 
cian, particularly one who may be at any time called upon to give 
an anesthetic. The chief value of the section on Epilepsy is con- 
tained in the well-condensed chapters on the experimental investi- 
gations into the pathogeny of this affection; reports of the work 
done by Sir Astley Cooper, Kussmann and Tenner, Brown-Sequard, 
Ferrier, and others. The chapters on the various forms of epilepsy, 
regular and irregular, prognosis and treatment, are well and con- 


cisely written. In short, we have here an excellent book.

HAND-BOOK OF HISTORICAL AND GEOGRAPHICAL PHTHISIOLOGY, with Special_Ref- 
erence to the Distribution of Consumption in the United States. By Geo. A. 
Evans, M.D. New York: D. Appleton & Co. 1888. 

The great prevalence of phthisis, and the alarmingly large number 
of deaths from it last year, make welcome anything which may help 
us to overcome its frightful ravages. 

To one who is paying particular attention to diseases of the lungs 
this volume is a great boon. There is no pretense at any great 
amount of original thought or investigation, but the book is a com- 
pilation from the best reports and authorities we have, and to whom 
fullcredit is given. As was said of one of Dr. Fothergill’s books, “it 
makes a good index, even if it isn’t worth anything else.”” But this 


work #s worth something else. It gives the best statistics as to the pre- 


valence of phthisis in all countries, together with altitude, barometric 
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conditions, population per square mile, etc., that we have ever 
seen. 

In Part II., which is devoted to the geographical distribution in the 
United States, the author first takes up the principal regions of the 
United States, giving their general character, etc., and then proceeds 
to deal with each State separately, stating the topography, climate, 
rainfall, deaths per 1000, etc. 

The statements given go far to prove a point which is perhaps not 
so generally understood as it should be, @. ¢., that mere height above 
the sea level, useful as it may be as an accessory, is not the sine gua 
non for the prevention and cure of phthisis. That many cures take 
place at low levels is certain, and we have seen cases cured at no 
higher elevation that the Brompton galleries. 

“Cold does not produce consumption, and warmth gives no pro-

tection against it,” is a fact which is well known, but is sometimes 
liable to be forgotten. 

The section on etiology is especially good, ahd food for thought 
is also found in the * Conclusions.” 

We heartily commend the book to our readers, as a valuable addi- 


tion to their books of reference.
